W here Amber Is Found. 
Santo Domingo is one of the few I 
places in the world where am ber or- I 
curs in any quantity. 
The bulk of 
the supply comes from the vicinity of 
Konigsberg, on tin* Baltic sea. There 
;t occurs in tho lower oligocene, and 
appears to have deposit* ii originally 
in glauconitic beds of clay, which was 
afterw ard eroded bv wave action and 
the amber distributed, though much 
of it Is taken from beds in which 
it wras originally deposited. 
Amber 
is simply fossilized rosin, derived ap 
parently from certain coniferous trees 
The conditions under which it occurs 
in Santo Domingo do uot appear to 
differ substantially from the Baltic 
sea coast. 
It is found near Santiago 
City, associated with 
lignite, 
sand­ 
stone and conglomerates. 
These beds 
probably belong 
to 
the 
oligocene 
formation and are found containing 
am ber at a num ber of places on the 
north coast, as well as on both flanks 
of Che Monte Cristi range. 
It also 
frequently occurs in the stream s flow­ 
ing through these beds. 
The amber 
is usually found in ovate lumps, from 
the size of a pea to a m an’s fist, often 
flattened, dull on the exterior, being 
covered with a 
kind 
of 
brownish 
'’rust.—Maxwell’s Talisman.

For a time the new institution seemed 
to flourish, but one morning it waa 
found that the president was missing.

Cleverness Demanded. 
How long an employe can continue 
tapping the funds depends upon his 
cleverness. 
Only clever men can se­ 
cure money in financial institutions 
under the modern system of keeping 
accounts. 
Several years ago the president of a 
bank in an Eastern city became serf* 
ously ill. Examiners arrived while he 
was detained at home, and upon ex­ 
amining the 
books 
and securities 
found that for a period of ten years 
he had been robbing the bank. 
His 
thefts amounted to $24,000. He was 
so shrewd in manipulating his ac­ 
counts that if he had remained well 


They usually 
have 
access to the 
vaults where money and bonds are 
deposited. 
Although there is usually some ap­ 
parent reason why men become de­ 
faulters, sometimes it is impossible to 
find the cause; it seems incomprehen­ 
sible to the men themselves. 
Concerning such cases, the presi­ 
dent of a prominent surety company 
has made an interesting statement: 
“Presidents of banks and trust com­ 
panies who sometimes involve their 
institutions for large sums are often 
condemned for dishonesty when their 
real fault is bad judgment. 
It may 
be that the president has conducted 
his bank on conservative lines until 
he is implicitly trusted. The board of 
directors gladly intrusts its own re­ 
sponsibilities upon his shoulders and 
leaves him to run the business. 
In Toils of Promoter. 
“Presently along comes a promoter 
with more audacity than judgment.

Financial Institution* Are Robbed Every 
Day, Says Expert 


Interesting Life of Over a Century 
Which Has Been Enjoyed by 
the Community Founded 
by Rapp. 
High Living, Fast Women and Specula 
Hon Chiefly to Blame 
There is now being enacted in the 
courts of Pennsylvania the 
closing 
chapters in the history of the old 
Economy religious communistic set­ 
tlement, which has maintained an ex­ 
istence for over a century, but which 
is now more than likely to escheat 
to the state owing to litigation which 
has arisen. 
The story of the Harmony society, 
or Economites, as they have been 
called, is an interesting one. Its found­ 
er was a man named Rapp who came 
to this country early last century. 
It was in 1787 that he began forming 
the nucleus of what afterward be­ 
came the social community he estab­ 
lished. 
Horn and raised in Iptingen. 
Wurtemberg, he began to preach to 
his neighbors and friends on Sunday 
afternoons, believing as he did that 
the churches were not fulfilling their 
mission. So large did 
his 
Sunday 
audiences become that the clergy re­ 
sented Rapp’s intrusion. 
The found­ 
er and his adherents were arrested, 
and, naturally, immediately they in­ 
creased In numbers. 
Rapp taught his little band to obey 
the laws, to be peaceable and quiet 
subjects, and to pay the church tax 
as well as the state tax, but he in­ 
sisted on the right to choose his own 
religious belief. 
The yearning for a 
land where liberty of conscience was 
admitted to be a universal right led 
the father of the Harmonists to blaze 
the way to the United States. 
He did 
not do so immediately; not, in fact, 
until 15 years later. 
In the meantime 
Rapp succeeded in accumulating 
a 
little property. 
Then, in 1803, he turned his face 
to the new' world. 
The next year 600 
persons followed him to this country, 
half of them landing in Baltimore and 
the second party going to 
Philadel­ 
phia. 
There was a third party of 
about 300, but they listened to the 
pleadings of one of Rapp's lieutenants 
and deserted the founder, forming a 
community by themselves in another 
part of the country. 
Before bringing the party to Amer­ 
ica Kapp had bought a tract of 5,000 
acres about 25 miles north of Pitts­ 
burg in the Connoquesaing valley. To 
this wild land only recently vacated 
by the red man the party came, and 
on February 15, 1805, formed among 
themselves 
the 
Harmony 
society, 
agreeing to throw all they owned into 
one common fund for the use of all. 
In those days the doctrine of celibacy 
was not in their article of faith. Kapp 
himself was married, and his son. 


“In every case which I have inves­ 
tigated,” said an officer of a surety 
company, “I have found a woman at 
the bottom. 
Although the man stole 
the money to gamble or speculate, 
when a searching inquiry 19 made we 
always found a woman who was ex­ 
travagant, with whom the man had 
become infatuated, or a wife who 
nagged him for more than he could 
afford. 
“Men frequently embezzle to invest 
in schemes which they are led to be­ 
lieve will turn out well. 
They are 
probably married and desire to get 
ahead socially. 
They need money to 
do it. 
“Their homes must be well fur­ 
nished. their wives beautifully dress­ 
ed. The situation goads them to take 
the risk. Without any thought of be­ 
ing dishonest they use 
the 
bank's 
money for personal investments. 
“With a man who becomes infatu­ 
ated with a dashing woman the end 
comes more quickly. There is a rapid 
pace, with motor cars, theaters, cafes 
and other places of entertainment. He 
loses his head, loses all sense of dis­ 
cretion. Recently an official of a large 
Chicago bank threw $20 bills to a bal­ 
let dancer on a theater stage. This ex­ 
cited suspicion. 
His accounts were 
investigated, and today he is serving 
in prison." 


Thefts of “Big Men.” 
The majority of bank thefts, ac­ 
cording to bonding concerns, are by 
employes of the institution—cashiers, 
tellers, clerks. More money, however, 
is usually stolen by dishonest presi­ 
dents or other officers. The aggregate 
stolen by employes is comparatively 
small compared with the tremendous 
thefts of the “big men.” 
Bank embezzlements during 190G, 
according to figures supplied by a big

York. 
I a mounted to $12,835,215. 
This total 
was the greatest since 1894, when do- 
falcations. following the panic of 1893, 
amounted to $25,234,112. The average 
amount of money which surety com­ 
panies (d the country are called upon 
to make good is said to be $400,000 a 
month. 
Au embezzlement, occording to the 
representative of a surety company, 
I is reported in Philadelphia every two 
weeks. 
The average is said to be 
proportionately larger in New York 
and Chicago. 


Boston.—It is only a defalcation of 
magnitude that attracts more than lo­ 
cal attention. 
When the wrongdoing of President 
Frank Hippie caused the $7,000,000 
crash of the Real Estate Trust com­ 
pany, of Philadelphia: when Paul O. 
Stensland 
wrecked 
the 
Milwaukee 
Avenue State bank of Chicago through 
his misappropriation of $1,500,000 and 
when, more recently, Treasurer Wil­ 
liam F. 
Walker disappeared 
with 
$565,000 of securities belonging to the 
Savings Bank of New Britain, Conn.— 
in a big case of this kind the busy 
world pauses to gasp at the enormity 
cf the crime and to bestow a fleeting 
pity upon the victims. 
Now and then a remarkable theft 
attracts more than ordinary atteu- j 
tiou because of the difficulties over­ 
come. 
Only a short time ago it was 
announced that $173,000 in currency 
bad been stolen 
from 
the 
United 
States sub-treasury at Chicago under 
circuli'stances that baffled a score of 
keen-witted secret service men. 
But. as Pierre Jay. commissioner of 
banking of Massachusetts, has point­ 
ed out, there are many embezzlements 
that are never known by the public. 
The amounts involved are made good 
by relatives and friends, or are quiet­ 
ly charged up to profit and loss. 
“There are three embezzlements 
where one is reported," said the head 
of a surety company the other day. 
‘'Personally, I believe financial insti­ 
tutions ar-' being robbed every day.” 
This seems serious; it is serious, 
but one should remember that there 
are a great number of institutions 
handling ihe People’s money. 
Did you know that on September 
I last there were in the United States 
6.137 R ational banks—an increase of 
4,065 since 1880—8.862 state banks, 
742 lean and trust companies, 1.319 
savings banks and 929 private banks? 
Causes of Dishonesty. 
But what causes dishonesty among 
employes and officials of financial in­ 
stitutions? 
Why do men, occupying positions of 
trust and honor, who are generally re­ 
spected. stand high, ofteu 
in

church, a •<? morally clean, so far as 
known, with families and pleasant 
homes—why do they become thieves 
and purloin thousands of dollars not 
their own? 
From investigations of the cases of 
men who have betrayed their trust,

a son of the founder, was the hand 
that guided this enterprise. 
At Economy the society had scarce­ 
ly had time to settle itself in its new 
home when a schism shook it, but 
while it did not wreck the association 
it made a serious split in the 
so­ 
ciety. 
After this experience a new clause 
in the articles of association was add­ 
ed by Rapp, who had counsel of the 
best lawyers he could find in Pitts­ 
burg and Beaver, which declared the 
property of the society to be indivis­ 
ible. 
This was in 1836, the original 
articles having been adopted in 1S05. 
Frequently they w'ere revised in the 
time of the founder, and in 1807 the 
doctrine of celibacy was inserted. 
Rapp died at the age of 90, in 1847. 
During the life of the founder most 
of tile theological tenets of the Har­ 
monists were 
formed. 
They 
have 
some features of German mysticism 
grafted upon a practical application 
of the Christian doctrine and theory. 
I hey taught that Adam’s fall was due 
to the desire of a companion, hence 
the doctrine of celibacy.

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it is likely he would not have been 
discovered. 
The case was hushed up 
and never made public. 
Discoveries of defalcations seem to 
run closely after each other. 
Follow­ 
ing a big exposure will he the discov­ 
ery of many minor thefts. 
“We account for this.” said tile head 
of a surety company, “by the feeling 
of fear which fills men who have been 
quietly stealing. 
They hear of a de­ 
faulters arrest and they lose their 
nerve. 
“They make up their minds to flee 
to safety before they are found out. 
Usually if any money is handy they 
take it and skip. 
You will find that 
in the same month tile Hippie and 
Stensland embezzlements were made 
known there were many exposures in 
smaller banks.” 


Fever of Getting Rich. 
“What remedy would I suggest for 
the dishonest man in banks?” said a 
man who has made a study of finan­ 
cial conditions. “There is one remedy 
among the big m en—an 
unfailing 
sense of honor, integrity of character, 
pure, clean, moral lives. 
“But the fever of getting rich has 
inflamed the country. 
Men are impa­ 
tient to get money; in fact, they do 
not care to wait for good investments 
to work out slowly. 
They wish to 
plunge, to go headlong into any prom­ 
ising scheme. 
i 
“It must be remembered that al­ 
though the amounts of bank thefts 
have been increasing this does not 
mean that the percentage of such 
crimes is increasing per thousand of 
population. 
Besides, there is a great 
deal more money in banks now than 
20 year* ago. 
“The stupendous figures of defalca­ 
tions In this countrty, however, indi­ 
cate a state of very loose morals in 
our business life. Then, too, with the 
desire to get rich there Is a growing 
desire for expensive hobbles and ex­ 
pensive living. 
The rising financial 
fever is accompanied by a fever of 
corresponding gayety. And a gay life 
costs money.” 


Proportion of Defaulter*. 
About one man in 1,500 defaults. 
This shows a high standard among 
employes of financial institutions. 
"Two of the strongest deterrents 
from dishonesty,” said the president 
of a surety company, “are the surety 
bond and the home. 
A man who de­ 
faults knows the surety company will 
punish* him. 
It makes no difference 
to us if we have to wait five or six 
years. 
“Home ties are perhaps the best in­ 
ducement to honesty. 
A man will 
think many titties before he will com­ 
mit a crime which will disgrace him 
before his wife and separate him from 
his home. 
Another strong influence 
for keeping men straight is the press. 
By publishing exposures, both of high 
and low, a man, knowing the disgrace 
of 
exposure, 
will 
stop 
before 
h* 
steals.” 


He presents a scheme that is daring, j 
but still within bounds, offers the , 
bank extra high interest, and perhaps 
a bon us besides; he gets the loan and 
pays it. 
“The venture is repeated until tho 
president is dazzled by the brilliance 
of the promoter’s genius. 
At last a 
note cannot be taken up when due. 
The venture may be legitimate, but ill 
judged. 
It is necessary to advance 
more money to safeguard the original 
investment. 
“Here the president makes bis fatal 
misstep. 
Instead of laying the whole 
m atter before the board and confess­ 
ing his original mistake, he makes an 
additional loan on his own re*pons!- t 
bility and is still more deeply involved. 
By this time he is ashamed to tell 
the board of directors, and so he goes 
on getting deeper and deeper in the 
mire until the inevitable crash." 


How to Prevent Looting. 
Orson Smith, one of Chicago’s best 
known bankers, after the Stensland 
exposure, declared that a new law of 
incorporation was necessary to pre­ 
vent the looting of banks. 
“The state bank examinations are 
all right,” he said. “No law you can 
frame will prevent a thief from steal­ 
ing if you give him a chance. 
Place 
your money in his hands and he is 
sure to run away with it if the way is 
open. 
“Suppose you are carrying in your 
vaults a lot of fraudulent paper, which 
on its face appears to be all straight, 
how is any hank examiner going to 
discover it? 
It is absolutely impossi­ 
ble for him to prove the genuineness 
or falseness of every signature on the 
paper that is shoivn him as securities 
held by the bank as collateral for 
loans. He must simply take them to 
be what they appear to he on the face. 
“The state bank examination law 
Is all right, and it is just as efficiently 
administered as the national hank 
law. 
It Is not so much a change in 
the law regarding examinations we 
want as a law’ regarding the incor­ 
poration of banks. 
“It is much too easy to incorporate 
banks now. The law should be partic­ 
ular regarding the incorporators and 
the nature of the securities they offer 
in the first instance. 
Once they gc?t 
started it is too late to correct the 
evils which should be prevented at 
the beginning. 
If you want reform, 
that is where it should begin.” 


Easy to Start Bank. 
Ease with which a bank may be 
started was Illustrated at Middleport, 
Ohio, last fall. 
The president of an 
Institution 
there 
disappeared 
and 
$115,000 of the bank’s money was 
found missing. 
This man, it was stated, at one time 
started a national bank in that town, 
but this was closed and its accounts 
settled. 
Then the banker Induced a 
retired clergyman to enter business 
with him and open a private hank.

The fascination of staking money, 
the zest of uncertainty, as well .as the 
possibility 
of 
winning 
big 
stakes, 
tempt clerks to speculate. 
While the 
bank president may be taking plunges 
in stocks and sustaining heavy losses, 
the employe may be playing the races 
or taking chances in the bucket shops. 
Both lead to ruin. 


Methods of Peculation. 


Methods of peculating are many. 
One of the most common among em­ 
ployes is to falsify deposit slips and 
deposit books of persons who hav* 
dormant accounts and to falsify en­ 
tries of cash taken In.

COMMUNISTIC SETTLEMENT 
OF 


PENNSYLVANIA TO DISBAND, 


Interesting Life of Over a Century 


Which Ha* "Been Enjoyed by 


the Community Founded 


by Rapp. 


There Is now being enacted In the 


court* of Pennsylvania the 
closing 


chapters In the history of the old 
Economy religious communistic set 
tlement, which ha* maintained an ex 
Istence for over a century, but which 
la now more than likely to escheat 
to the state owing to litigation which 
ha* arisen 
The story of the Harmony society, 


or Economltes, as they have been 
called. Is an Interesting one Its found 
er wa* a man named Rapp who came 
to this country early last century 
It was in 1T87 that he began forming 
the nucleus of what afterward be- 
came the social community he estab- 
lished 
Born and raised In Iptlngen. 


Wurtemberg, he began to preach to 
his neighbors and friends on Sunday 
afternoons, believing as he did that 
the churches were not fulfilling their 
mission 
So large did 
his 
Sunday 


audiences become that the clergy re 
sented Rapp s intrusion 
The found 


er and his adherents were arrested 
and, naturally immediately they in 
creased In numbers 


Rapp taught his little band to obey 


the laws, to be peaceable and quiet 
subject* and to pay the church tax 
as well as the state tax, but he In 
slsted on the right to choose bis own 
religious belief 
The yearning for a 


land where liberty of conscience was 
admitted to be a universal right led 
the father of the Harmonists to blaze 
the way to the United States 
He did 


not do so Immediately, not in fact 
until 15 years later 
In the meantime 


Rapp succeeded in accumulating 
a 


little property 


Then In 1803 he turned his face 


to the new world 
The next year 600 


persons followed him to this country 
half of them landing In Baltimore and 
the second party going to Philadel 


There was a third party of 
300 hut they listened to the 


John Rapp, took a wife about thi* ~ " 
time 
Ten year* spent In the Connoxjues*- 


ing valley convinced the Harmonltes 
that It was unsulted to their purpose*. 
Cnnseqnently, In 1816, they »old the 
land for $100,000, and with this money 
purchased 30,000 acre* In Posey coun- 
ty Indiana.

Where Amber Is Found. 


Santo Domingo Is one of the few 


Ulaces in the world where amber oc- 
curs in any quantity. 
The bulk nt 


the supply comes from the vicinity of 
Konlgsberg, on the Riltic sea. Tlicro 
't occurs In the lowc; olit;ocene, and 
appears to have deposited originally 
in glauconitic beds of clay, which was 
afterward eroded by wave Hctlon and 
the amber distributed, though much 
of it is takon from bods In which 
it was originally deposited. 
Amber 


is simply fossilized rosin, derived ap- 
parently from certain coniferous trees 
The conditions under which It occurs 
in Santo Domingo do not appear to 
differ substantially from the Daltlc 
sea coast. 
It Is found near Santiago 


City, associated with 
lignite, 
sand- 


stone and conglomerates. These beds 
probably belong 
to 
the 
ollgocene 


formation and are found containing 
amber at & number of places on tha 
north coast, aa well as on both flanks 
of the Monte Crlatl range. 
It also 


frequently occurs in the streams flow- 
ing through these beds. 
The amber 


Is usually found In orate lumps, from 
the size of a pea to a man's flst, often 
flattened, dull on the exterior, being 
covered with a 
kind 
of 
brownish

Interacting Life of Over • Century 


Which Hat 'Been Enjoyed by 


the Community Founded 


by Rapp. 


There la now being enacted In the 


courts of Pennsylvania the 
closing 


chapters in the history of the old 
Economy religious communistic set 
tlement, which baa maintained an ex 
Istence for over a century, but which 
Is now more than likely to escheat 
to the state owing to litigation which 
has arisen 


The story of the Harmony society, 


or Economttes, as they have been 
called. Is an Interesting one Its found 
er was a man named Rapp who came 
to this country early last century 
It was in 1T87 that he began forming 
the nucleus of what afterward be- 
came the social community he estab- 
lished 
Born and raised In Iptlngen. 


Wurtemberg, he began to preach to 
his neighbors and friends on Sunday 
afternoons, believing as he did that 
the churches were not fulfilling their 
mission 
So large did 
his 
Sunday 


audiences become that the clergy re 
sented Rapp s Intrusion 
The found 


er and his adherents were arrested 
and, naturally immediately they in 
creased In numbers 


Rapp taught his little band to obey 


the laws, to be peaceable and quiet 
subjects and to pay the church tax 
as well as the state tax, but he In 
tinted on the right to choose bit own 
religious belief 
The yearning for a 


land where liberty of conscience was 
admitted to be a universal right led 
the father of the Harmonists to blaze 
the way to the United States 
He did 


not do so immediately, not in fact 
until 15 years later 
In the meantime 


Rapp succeeded In accumulating 
a 


little property 


Then In 1803 he turned his face 


to the new world 
The next year 600 


persons followed him to this country 
half of them landing In Baltimore and 
the second party going to Philadel 
phia 
There was a third party of 


about 300 but they listened to the 
pleadings of one of Rapp s lieutenants 
and deserted the founder forming a 
community b> thtmselves In another 
pait of the countrj 


Before bringing the parts to Amer 


ica Rapp had bought a tract of 5 000 
attes about 25 miles north of Pitts 
burg In tho Connoquessing valley 
To 


this wild land only rertntlv vacated 
bv the icd m-in the paity came and 
on rebiuaiy lo 1805 formed amoni, 
themselves 
the 
Haimonv 
societs 


agieeiiiB to thiow all they owned into 
one common fund foi tht use of all 
In those dajs the doctilne of celibacv 
was not in the!) ajticle of faith Rapp 
himself was man icd and his son 


John Rapp, took a wife about tni» 
time 


Ten yean spent In the Connoxjuess- 


ing valley convinced tbe Harmonltes 
that It was unsulted to their purposes. 
Cnnsequently, In 1816, they sold tbe 
land for $100,000, and with this money 
purchased 80,000 acre* In Poser coun- 
ty, Indiana. There the town ot Har- 
mony was erected About 150 families 
from Germany there joined tbe asso 
elation 
In 1894 tbe Rapplsts were 


again looking for new quarter*, and 
tbe following year returned to Penn- 
sylvania, the tract at Economy, on tbe 
Ohio river, about 17 miles north of 
Pittsburg, having been purchased At 
Economy the new community appear- 
ed to flourish 
The town waa built 


by mechanics found among tbe so- 
ciety's members, and Frederick Rapp, 


Old Economlte Church Erected by Fa- 


ther Rapp In 1832. 


a son of the founder, was the hand 
that guided this enterprise 


At Economy the society had scarce- 


ly had time to settle Itself In Its new 
home when a schism shook it. but 
while It did not wreck the association 
it made a serious split In the 
so- 


ciety 


After this experience a. new clause 


In the articles ot association was add- 
ed by Rapp who had counsel of 
the 


best lawyers he could find In Pitts- 
burg and Beaver, which declared the 
pioperty of the society to be indivis- 
ible 
This was In 1836 the oiiglnal 


articles having been adopted In 1805 
Frequently they were revistd in the 
time of the founder and in ISO? the 
doctrine of celibacy was inserted 


Rapp died at the age of 90 in 1847 


During the life of the founder most 
of the theological tenets of the Har- 
monmts wtre 
formtd 
They 
have 


some featutes of German mysticism 
-rt iflcd upon a practical application 
of tht Christian doctrine and theory 
1 hev taught that Adim s fall was due

About four years ago the taxpayers 


of New York had submitted to them 
a bond Issue ot $101000,000 for the 
enlargement ot the Erie and other 
canals «o as to carry tagats of from 
1000 to 1 500 tons burden, and

though tbe New York Central railroad 
Is the largest tax payer In the state, 
It voted for and supported that bond 
issue taking the ground that the Im- 
provement of the Erie canal 
would 


cause suih a great influx of people 
into the state along Its banks and so 
many additional manufacturing enter- 
prises that the business of the road 
In the carriage ot passengeis and 
high class freights would be very 
much augmented, and tbe road would 
profit thereby although 
the caul 


would" carry the low class freight at 
a much reduced rate 


During recent years the best friend* 


of national aid to the 
Mississippi 


river, between Cairo and the gulf, have 
been the Illinois Central and the Mis. 
sourl Pacific railroads, and now we 
flnd Mr James J Hill ot the North- 
ern Pacific strongly urging that the 
Mississippi be deepened to 1C feet, 
from 8t Louts to the gulf.
